TODAY'S ARTISTS 


EUGENE RITTICH, Adjunct Professor at the Faculty of Music, 
University of Toronto, has been Principal Horn of the Toronto 
Symphony since 1952. A native of Alberta and graduate of the 
Curtis Institute of Music, he has been a frequent soloist 

and chamber artist on the CBC, and with the Toronto Symphony, 
Stratford Festival, Hart House Orchestra and the CBC Symphony. 
As teacher and coach, he has been associated with the 
Faculty of Music since 1962, and the National Youth Orchestra 
since its inception. Abroad, Mr. Rittich has coached the 
Australian Broadcasting Association Sinfonietta and has led 
seminars for horns at the Tokyo University of Arts. He has 
been the brass coach of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra 
since its creation..in 1974, and every year conducts the 
programmed wind works with this ensemble. In addition to his 
duties as teacher and coach at the Faculty of Music, he is 
Chairman of the Faculty's Concerts and Lectures Committee, 
and as such, gives generously of his time in organizing the 
wide myriad of exceptional musical events which take place in 
the Edward Johnson Building. 
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ANOREW DITTGEN has studied piano with Patricia Parr since 1983. 
In the summer of 1984 he received the highest mark at the 
Ontario Finals of the Canadian Music Competitions. He then 
went on to take first prize in the National Final of that same 
competition which was held in Trois Riviéres, Québec. In the 
Spring of 1985 he took second prize in the Irene Tintner Award 
Competition held in Saginaw, Michigan, thereby becoming the 
youngest contestant to do so. In addition to past studies 

at the Banff School of Fine Arts, he participated this summer 
in a series of Master Classes in Bergtin, Switzerland given by 
Tibor Mazay, faculty member of the Musikhochschule in Freiburg, 
West Germany. Mr. Dittgen is presently in his third year of the 
Bachelor of Performance degree at the University of Toronto.
